Western Allied diplomats have 
asked for a conference with Pre- 
mier Josef Stalin so they can ask 
him personally to lift the Berlin 
blockade and agree to a full-scale 
four-power conference on the en- 
tire German situation, high sources 
said last night. 

A French Embassy source con- 
firmed the report that representa- 
tives of France, ‘Britain and the 
U. S. have asked to go direct to 
Stalin. This source said Foreign 
Minister Viacheslav M. Molotov 
is considering the request. 

There had been no word by last 
night whether Stalin would re- 
ceive the Western representatives. 
It was expected such word proba- 
bly would come today, but the pos- 
sibility was not overlooked that 
several days may elapse before 
anything definite is known.

‘Night- Number’ Racket Here -Vies 
With ‘Bug’ as Quick-Money Maker 


The three-week-old “Night Num- 
ber” tacket in Atlanta has ex- 
panded rapidly enough to chal- 
lenge the reputation of the old 
daytime lottery as a “quick- money” 
enterprise, police admitted yester- 
day. 

As yet Vice Squad detectives 
have not been able to strike a tell- 
ing blow against the new racket, 
although the entire detective force 
has been instructed to aid in the 
investigation. 

Informers say the “night game” 
is played similarly to the day lot- 
tery except the winning number 
is arrived at by drawing num- 
bered balls out of a basket. The 
numbers on the balls and the or- 
der in whith they are drawn de- 
termine the winning number. 

The daytime lottery winner has 
been selected on the third, fourth 
and fifth digits of the daily bond 
total. 

Betting odds on three numbers 
in the “night game” are .1,000-to-1 
and the pay-off odds are 450-to-1, 
as in the daytime lottery.

Now, however, informers say at 
least one white man has an in- 
terest in the “night” game.

Chief efforts of the police thus 
far have been directed toward lo- 
cating places where the drawings 
will be held. 

Apparently the operators trust 
no one. They drive around select- 
ing at random five persons from 
different sections of the city to 
“witness” the drawings, and each 
night they stop in a different place 
to stage the drawing. 

The drawings are held between 
10 and 10:15 at night, detectives 
have been informed. 

After the drawing, the operators 


At first Vice Squad men were launch a series of chain telephone 


calls by which the winning num- 
ber is distributed. 

In addition to the secrecy about 
the selection of the number, the 
“night game” personnel apparent- 
ly are selected with the greatest 
care. The “writers” arrested so 
far carry only plain sheets of pa- 
per on which the bets are listed. 

They tell of picking up the 
forms left hidden in a clump of 


it to another such spot. They in- 
sist they do not know who left 
the form for them, and they have 
no idea who picks it up again aft- 
er they deliver it. 

Information indicates the 
“night” operators employ an en- 
tirely different crew — unknown 
to the writers and pickup men— 
to pay off winning numbers. 

After a story in The Constitu- 
tion two weeks ago pointed out 
the ease with which the balls 
could be selected to avoid paying 
off heavy hits, one informer said 
the “night game” racket dropped 
off one half. Now, however, he 
says it is building up again.

U.S. Anti-Red Teaching 
Banned--Studebaker 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1—()—C@sorship has barred the U. S. 
Office of Education from “exposing the tactics and dangers of Com- 
munism” in the schools, John W. Studebaker said today. 


The former Commissioner of 
Education said censorship on 
speeches and statements from his 
office was imposed by Oscar Ew- 
ing, Federal Security Administra- 
tor. He complained that an un- 
named Ewing aide had rejected a 
speech urging teachers to expose 
Communism. 

Studebaker, who retired July 15, 
wrote Ewing protesting against 
moves he said would centralize 
authority over education in the 
A ator, whom he described 
as “a partisan politician.” 

At Searsport, Me., Ewing said 
his Department exercised ‘‘no cen- 
sorship that I know of” on 
speeches and statements from the 
Education office. 

Ewing, a close friend and politi- 
cal adviser of Président Truman, 
declined further comment. He is 
vacationing in Maine, and told the 
Associated Press its report was the 
first he had heard of Studebaker’s 
statement.

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Indiana Reassesses Its Real Estate 


The progressive State of Indiana has 
undertaken a reform long indicated in 
Georgia. 

Under an act of the 1947 Legislature, 
all real estate and improvements within 
the State are being reassessed for tax 
purposes. The idea is not to raise ad- 
ditional revenue, although authorities 
estimate at least $500,000,000 worth of 
property is now unlisted and thus escap- 
ing taxes, but rather to eliminate gross 
inequalities of assessment, such as now 
exist in Georgia. 3 

Under Indiana law, all property theo- 


retically is assessed at one hundred per-- 


cent of value. But since assessments 
have been made in depressions on some 
property and inflated times on other, a 
wide disparity is apparent. 

.In Georgia, where 159 different coun- 
ties adopt their own yardsticks,, the rate of 
assessment openly varies from as low as 
thirty to as high as a hundred percent. 
And there are many inequities within the 
individual counties. Thus it is that, in 
one Georgia county for example, a bunga- 
low is. assessed at sixty percent of its 
value while a ten million dollar plant 
pays taxes on an evaluation of only one 
million—or ten percent—of its worth. 

Indiana’s reassessment program grew 
out of the recommendations of a Tax 
Study Commission, composed of leaders

Do We Need Credit Controls? 


Of Mr. Truman's eight-point plan for 
curbing inflation, only one was given 
support by the majority of reputable econ- 
omists. That was the one which called for. 
restoration of controls on consumer credit 
buying. 

~The Republicans insist, and not with- 
out some justification, that the President 
has ample authority to reimpose credit 
controls’ without any action by Congress. 
When Regulation W, dealing with install- 
ment credit controls, was repealed, a pro- 


viso was inserted in the repealer stating: 


that these controls could be re-established 
in any national emergency declared by the 
President. 

The Republicans now insist that if the 
emergency be sufficient to warrant a spe- 
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representing nearly every important 
group or interest in the State. Such a 
commission, we are proud to say, is 
presently at work in Georgia. 

Acting upon the Commission’s rec- 
ommendation, the State Legislature or- 
dered the State Board of Tax Commis- 
sioners to make the reassessments, with 
county and township assessors doing the 
work on the basis of rules outlined by the 
State Board. In this connection, the 
State Board is holding classes for the 
assessors from Indiana’s 92 counties and 
thousand-odd townships. 

Obviously, it will be impossible for 
Indiana to adopt and apply a perfect 
formula. But, in approaching the prob- 
lem thus intelligently, Indiana will at 
least eliminate the gross inequities and 


insure that the tax burden, insofar as 
assessed valuation of real property is con- 
cerned, is more faitly divided among the 
State’s citizenry. 

We do not know whether the Tax 
Commission currently making a study 
of the Georgia revenue-raising problem 
has considered the need for an overall 
revision of assessed valuation in this 
State. 

If not, we recommend that its mem- 
bers go en masse to Indiana, there to 
study the job which that State is under- 
taking.

The Communist Party and the CIO. 


WASHINGTON—Before the end of the year, and perhaps much sooner, an event of far more last- 
ing significance than the present scuffle between the President and the Congress is‘likely to take place. 
For those in a position to know expect the whole pattern of the American labor movement soon to be 
radically altered by the splitting-off of the CIO’s Communist-dominated unions from the CIO. 

Ever since Henry A. Wallace announced his candidacy, and the CIO’s Stalinist chiefs defied the 
CIO’s leadership to support Wallace, there has been no semblance of real unity in the CIO. What 
little facade of unity still exists wil] be finally cracked by an action which non-Communist CIO 


leaders will in all probability shortly take. 

For the first time 1n months, CIO President 
Philip Murray last week visited President Harry 
Truman in the White House. Murray urged 
Truman to eliminate all reference to wage con- 


trols in his message to the special session. l- 
though Truman refused Murray’s request, he did 
so as politely as possible, and the two men 
parted on reasonably amiable terms. Accord- 
ingly, the CIO is expected within a few weeks 
to announce support for Truman. 


This action, which will divide the CIO 
into a large pro-Truman non-Communist 
faction and a minority pro-Wallace Commu- 
nist faction, will merely formalize the bitter 
division which already exists. As soon as 
Murray announced his support for the Mar- 
shall Plan and his opposition to Wallace, he 
at once ceased to be “our great leader” in 
the pages of “The Daily Worker.” He be- 
came instead the chief betrayer of the work- 
ing class, and all Communist appeals for 
“unity” abruptiv ceased The Communist- 
led unions began at once to fight Murray’s 
non-Communist leadership. And Murray, 
now fighting mad, has been fighting back, 
smiting the Communists hip and thigh. 


Everywhere, the Communists in the CIO 
have been taking a painful beating. With Mur- 
ray’s blessing, and the not-too-gentle encourage- 
ment of the non-Communist union leaders, the 
rank and file have been deserting the Commu- 

Mists in droves. 

The Electrical Workers, the biggest Commu- 
nist-run union in the country, and the heart and 
sou! of Communist influence in the labor move- 
ment. have also been busy fending off the attacks 


of the A..F. of L. Teamsters Union. The die 
casters in the Mine, Mill and Smelter Workers. 
one of the larger Stalinist unions, have split off 
to form an independent union. Joe Curran of 
the Maritime Workers and Mike Quill of the 
Transport Workers, the two most recent rebels 
against the party line, have now succeeded, 
after savage infighting, in purging their unions 
of Communists in key positons. 

And so it goes. The Communist position in 
the CIO has not yet disintegrated but it is 
sorely thieatened. The most recent evidence 
that the next step in the blood-and-thunder 
drama of the CIO’s internal battle will be a 
withdrawal of the Communist-led unions is‘ the 
reported statement on the West Coast of Donald 
Henderson. Henderson is the pro-Communist 
boss of the Tobacco and Agricultural Workers. 
According to reports received in CIO head- 
quarters here, Henderson said a few days ago 
that he had :0 intention of repayin~ a large sum 
of money which his union owes the CIO. Hen- 
derson cannot make good this threat and stay 
in the CIO. His statement is taken by CIO 
leaders here to mean that he will lead a gen- 
eral exodus from the CIO of the minority of 
Communist-run unions. 


If such an exodus takes place. it will 
not be essentially because of the beating the 
Communists have taken, or because of Henry 
Wallace. Rather, it will be one facet of 
world Communist strategy. And what 
makes a final split of the CIO seem all 
the more likely is the fact that it would fit 
neatly into the developing international 
Communist pattern.

As I recall it, my first newspaper interview 

| as a young and wide-eyed reporter, was a gentle- 

man who had attempted suicide with a shot gun, 

and failed, by the narrowest of margins; my second was with Will 

Rogers, the cowboy humorist, and my third with Rebecca West, the 
British novelist. 

She had come to Nashville, Tennessee, as one of a party on the 
private car of the late Otto Kahn to attend some sort of celebration 
at Peabody College. I was sent down to interview Mr. Kahn, there 
existing a fond hope he would whip out his checkbook and dash off 
a generous check for the college. 

But, I was young and developing the vice of reading anything 
and everything, and one of Miss West’s novels was then exciting me, 
so I talked as much as I could with Miss West and gave Mr. Kahn 
the routine going over. | 

She told me of how her father, after the Civil War, had got 
leave from the Canadian border patrol withewhich he had served 
during the war, and made a journey through the South. She had 
long wanted to visit some of that region. |! still believe her to be 
one of the best writers of our time and also one of the best re- 
porters. _ The two do not always go together. 

A friend of mine has sent me a clipping of her report on the 
Wallace Convention’s final evening—the appearance of Henry 
Wallace himself before the crowd at Philadelphia’s Shibe park, I 
want to use some of it here. She began: 


a “If I were an American I should not worry whether Henry 

_ Wallace wrote the Guru letters, but I should be terribly 
worried because most of the people at the Wallace Convention 
looked as if they might have written them. 

“This Convention, and particularly the rally at Shibe Park 
which ended it, was as unappetizing an assembly as I have ever 
seen in America, and I feel no compunction at making that state- 
ment, because I will own I have never seen its like in Europe. 

“Attempts were made to sentimentalize the character of the 
Convention by pointing out that it consisted largely of young people. 

“Why do we pretend thal youth is always a beautiful thing? 

“There are lots of horrible young people, just as there are lots 
of horrible middle-aged people and lots of horrible old people. 

“At the. Wallace Convention there were quite a number of 
young people who were very horrible indeed. There were the 
ones who were embryo Babbitts, having their fling before they 
settled down to safe and narrow lives, stupid young people, too 
stupid to understand how the world is run and that the present 
system, for all its faults, took a great deal of patient and intelli- 
gent effort, af} who, therefore, wrote off the whole of the past with 
a sneer; and who are so smug that they saw their own sneering as 
idealism. 

“There were others who wore on their faces the signs of a more 
serious maladjustment. . never saw so many girls with the rest- 
less look on their -faces' that comes of profound insecurity, of con- 
sciousness that neither .their physical and mental resources were 
adequate and that they must create a personality somehow, by 
revolt if nothing else turned up. 

“I never saw so many boys with the sullen eyes and the dropped 
chins which mean a brain just good enough to grasp the com- 
plexities of life and to realize that it would never be able to 
master them.” 


Writing That, I think, is very, very good writing, and good 
thinking. One of our troubles today is that so many 
of us think in terms of catchwords and phrases. For some, life 
becomes a sort of soap opera; time stands still; life is immutable. 
Old men and women stubbornly continue to interpret life in terms 
of the forces and the events of their youth. They keep on apply- 
ing the formulas of their youth to the problems of their old age, 
as a child continually tries to put a piece of a puzzle into a space 
it will not fit. Young men and women feel cheated in a game 
they have never tried to play. 


: Writing of the obvious control of the Convention 
Communists by the few Communists in the Wallace move- 
ment, she concluded: 

“But, I do not believe that they (the Communists) want Henry 
Wallace in the White House at all.

’ was necessary if they were to follow their leader’s speech. They 


could not even control themselves even to the extent of sitting 
still in thir seats or on the grass and pretending to listen. They 
had to get'up and walk about. They had to leave the halk They 
began this exodus after Mr. Wallace had been speaking for a 
quarter of an hour and by the time he had finished speaking 
about a fifth to a fourth of his audience had disappeared. It was 
not that they had to catch trains, transport had been provided. 
It was just that they were soft people. But the Communists do 
not know how to handle soft people, and will not be able to retain 


them.

‘Nauseous Southern Filibuster’ 


WASHINGTON—Once again we have the somewhat nauseous spectacle of a 
filibuster by a handful of Southern Senators to prevent action on a measure to 
lift one of the restrictions in the South on the right to vote, a basic right in our 


voting for Federal 


ie Democracy. In bringing forward the bill to repeal the poll tax as a prerequisite of 
officials, the Republican Senate leadership has selected the least controversial of 


the measures embraced in‘ the Civil Rights Program they long have indorsed and which now also 
the specific indorsement of President Truman and the general but unmistakable indorsement 


carries 
by the 1948 Dernocratic platform. 


- Developments will show to what extent the 
Republican leadership is sincere in pushing this 
bill forward at the outset of the special session 
and to what extent it is a political maneuver to 
embarrass President Truman by revealing the 
split in his own Party and thus retaliation for his 
call for a special session. It is obvious that this 
issue could provide a convenient blockade 
against some of the other legislation that the 
President has asked of the Repdblican Congress 


ahd that the Southern wing of the Democratic 


Party could be charged with the blame. 


‘ The test of Republican sincerity will come in 
whether it makes a real effort. after a reasonable 
time of discussion for this much-discussed issue, 


to limit debate through cloture and get action, : 


That requires 2 two-thirds vote. 

Whatever Kepublican motives may be— 
and doubtiess they are mixed, politics being 
what it is—the Southerners must bear the 
onus of tangling up Senate procedure by a 
corruption of the rights and privileges of a 
legislative minority and of whatever ill 
effects accrue to other pending legislation 
from their obstructive tactics. 


With our Democracy on parade before the 
world today it is time to make at least this 
start affecting the fundamental right of a free 
ballot. This is not the only impediment on the 
ballot in the South, but it is one easily reached 
and removed. The need for abolition of the poll 
tax has been recognized among many Southern- 
ers for a long time. This is attested not only 
by the fact that in recent years four Southern 
States have abolished the poll tax, but also by 
the active campaigns against this and other 
discriminations. The success of this campaign 
by earnest Southerners is manifest in a general 
| in voting by Negroes in the South 
since 1940, as is shown by an analysis by Luther 
P. Jackson, Professor of History at Virginia 


- and Louisiana. 


State College, made for the Southern Regional 
Council. 

This activity has included the bringing of 
court cases which resulted in the Supreme 
Court’s outlawry of thef “white primary.” an- 
other voting restriction, the subsequent cam- 
paigns against various subterfuges to maintain 
the “white primary,” and campaigns against 
registration practices by which Negroes are 
kept from voting, which is now perhaps the 
most serious and effective form disfran- 
chisement. 

The filibuster is stark evidence of one fact 
often commented upon here, which is the back- 
wardness of many members of Congress from 
the South as contrasted with the forward look 
of many people in the South who are working 
for changes and who are misrepresented by 
leadefs who stalk up and down the Senate 
chamber in their cheap and shoddy filibuster 
performance. 

Georgia was the latest State to abolish the 
poll tax. Others which have done away with 
it in recent years are North Carolina, Florida 
But there are still seven States 
where a citizen has to pay a tax for the princi- 
lege of voting, itself un-American and un-demo- 
cratic—Alabama, Arkansas, Mississippi, South 
Carolina. Tennessee, Texas and Virginia. In 
three of these States it is cumulative, two years 
in Mississippi, three in Virginia, and in Alabama 
for as many years as the ctizen has failed to pay 
since he came of voting age. In those States, 
particularly, and to a degree in others, it is an 
effective deterrent to voting among many per- 
sons, both colored and white, of low incomes. 

While this reform preferably should be 
achieved by the States, themselves, the diffi- 
culties in the States where the tax is still im- 
posed are so great that it has become necessary 
for Congress to act in the field where it has 
authority, in election of Federal officials. This 
is important for democratic formulation of 
National policy.

“You see how much he looks like Hubbell. Well, Carl had 
a lot to do with his development. The White Sox drafted him 
from Jersey City. He’s only 22 and has been in the Giant 
system since signing a contract. 


“Hubbell, who is head of the New York minor league system, 
took an interest in him and helped him a lot. He even wears his 
trousers like Hub did—you know, O!’ Longpants—and he’s got a 
screwball, which was Carl’s best pitch.” 

Goodwin has been with the Chicks for only a month or so, but 
he’s won five while losing two. ‘He hasn’t pitched a bad game,” 
Onslow safd. 


With Jersey City last season, Goodwin won 
Crackers Tough 11 while losing seven. He walked an average 
of only three men a game, adequate proof of good control for a 
southpaw. 


“Yes, Onslow remarked, “if I had had Goodwin all season 
we would be leading the league several games right now.”

Serve Cottee Chitfon Cake 
Aiter Evening of Bridge 


By SALLY SAVER 
Those evening bridge foursomes always call for a bit of 
refreshment to top off the day. And it’s good to have some- 
thing all ready that can be served in a jiffy. 


Here’s a new recipe for Cof- 
fee Chiffon Cake, a treat any 
day in the year and a real Sum- 
mer delight when served with 
tall frosty glasses of iced cof- 
fee. But here’s a warning. To 
make this new cake, which is 
something between an angel and 
sponge-type, directions must be 
followed to the letter. The 
recipe follows: 

COFFEE CHIFFON CAKE 

2 cups sifted, enriched all- 

purpose flour 

114 cups sugar 

3 teaspoons double action 

baking powder 

1 teaspoon salt 

1% cup salad oil 

7 egg yolks 

Cup coffee 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

1 cup egg whites (7 or 8) 

14, teaspoon cream of tartar 


To measure sifted flour, spoon 
lightly into cup and level off 
with spatula. Sift together into 
mixing bowl] flour, sugar, bak- 
ing powder and salt. Make a 
“well” in flour mixture and add, 
in order, salad oil, unbeaten egg 
yolks, coffee and vanilla. Beat 
with a spoon until smooth. 
Whip egg whites with cream of 
tartar until they form very stiff 
peaks—much stiffer than for an- 
gel food or meringue. Pour first 
mixture gradually over egg 
whites, gently folding with rub- 
ber scraper just until blended. 
Pour into ungreased 10-inch 
tube pan, 4 inches deep. Bake 
in moderately slow oven, 325 F., 
55 minutes, then increase heat 
to 359 F., and bake 10 to 15 
minute longer, or until top 
springs back when lightly touch- 
ed. Turn pan upside down, at 
once, with extreme outer edges 
of pan resting on two other 
pans. Let hang free of table un- 
til cold. Loosen from sides and 
tube with spatula. Turn pan 
over and hit edge sharply on 
table to loosen. Frost with Cof> 
fee Sugar Frosting. The recipe 
follows: 

COFFEE SUGAR FROSTING 

14 cup butter or margerine 

4 cups confectioner’s sugar 

6 tablespoons cold, double- 

strength coffee 

1% teaspoon vanilla 

Cream butter or margerine 
until consistency of mayonnaise. 
Sift sugar, add alternately with 
coffee. Add vanilla.
